On June 24, 2021, National Marine Fisheries Service announced a commercial federal waters 

closure for the Atlantic Migratory Group Spanish Mackerel Northern Zone, to take effect 12:01 

am on June 28, 2021.   

 

Beginning 12:01 am June 28, 2021, it shall be unlawful for any person to possess or land in 

Virginia any amount of Spanish mackerel in excess of 500 pounds from any vessel in any one day. 

This provision will be in place until March 1, 2022, when the Atlantic Migratory Group Spanish 

Mackerel Northern Zone reopens in federal waters.
